Earth's Population.

(New York World.)
The question as to the number of

human beings that ever lived on this
globe, is, of course, unanswerable,
authorities on this subject differ so

widely. The Bible places the date
of creation at about 4000 B. C, Latter-

-day geologists figure anywhere
from 10,000 to 100,000 years, and
John Fiske, one of the most eminent
authorities, gives good reasons for
supposihg human beings to have
existed for half a million years.

To-da- y we estimate the earth's
population at 1,500,000,000--- a very
generous estimate. One-ha- lf of this
population is female. Experience
tables show that there are three
generations in every century.

From these slender data it is but
a simple nialheriaticai calculation in
progression toward the year in which
the first pair of human beings ap-

peared on earth. Upon this hy-

pothesis the year 5000 B. C. brings
us down to about three million peo-

ple. If we accept and from this
point retrace our steps to the present
day say 1900 A. D. we arrived at
the conclusion that a total of 72,- -

000,000,000 human beings have been
born to date, of which number only
about 1,500,000,000 are alive to-da- y.

Had every individual body been
preserved in a casket measuring on
an everage 6x2x2 feet, all could have
been buried in Oklahoma's area of
38,700 square miles, and a liberal
allowance of space for paths and
driveways been left. Or all the cof-

fins could have been dropped into
Lake Superior without endangering
the inhabitants of its shores on ac-

count of a possible tidal wave. The
present living population of 1,500,-000,00- 0

persons can find standing
room on Staten Island, in New York
harbor.

In the State of Texas you could

place each man, woman and child

seventy feet apart, giving each 4,900
square feet of land room sufficient
for house, cattle and vegetable gar-
den.

Within the limits of these United
States each living human being to-

day could have 65,000 square feet,
or they could be placed 225 lineal
feet apart.

"Let me tell you a little story,"
said Col. John Nichols to a Times
man this morning. "The story,"
said he, "may not interest many of

your readers, because few of them
were living here when the occur-ance- s

of which I speak took place.
Some of the older citizens of the
state will remember the facts.

"On May 20, 1861, the convention
called for the purpose passed the or-

dinance of secession, and North Car-

olina took her place with her sister
states in the Southern Confederacy.
Hon. George E. Badger, who was
one of the delegates from Wake
county, offered a series of resolu-iion- s

looking to the separation of
the state from the Union. Hon.
Burton Craige, a delegate from
Rowan county, and who was credit-
ed with being Governor Ellis' per-
sonal representative in the conven-

tion,, offered a substitute for Mr.

Badger's resolution which was
adopted.

"There was much speculation as to
the author of Mr. Craig's resolution
or ordinance of secession. The his-

tory of this instrument was known
to a few, but I have never seen any
publication of the facts and circum-
stances of its preparation. My in-

formation came to me in a confiden-tial'mann- er

at the time, and from a
source that I believe was strictly re-

liable.
"A few days before the convening

of the state convention, May 20,
1861,' Governor Ellis sent a trusted
young man from Raleigh to Mont-

gomery, Alabama at that time the
capital of the Confederacy with a
sealed package to President Jefferson
Davis, with'the strict injunction to
deliver it in person to Mr. Davis,and
await his reply. On Saturday before
the convention met this young man,
the confidential messenger of Gov-

ernor Ellis, returned with a sealed,

package and delivered it to his Excel-

lency. That package contained the
ordinance of secession, prepared by
Judah P. Benjamin, and which was
adopted by the state convention.

"Now to the point. That young
man was a gallant young North Car-

olinian, and had been a medical stu-

dent, though I am inclined to the
belief that he had not graduated,but
did valuable hospital work during
the war. At the closeof hostilities
he left the state, and has traveled
much and been employed in various
avocations. Misfortune overtook him
and unable to longer battle with the
world for a support in his enfeebled
age, he wandered back to his native
state, and is now an inmate of the
Soldiers' Home. The eye that once

sparkled so brightly has grown dim;
the strong arm has been weakened,
and the brisk, elastic step is now

tottering and unsteady.
"Is not this a case where the

Daughters of the Confederacy might
bestow a little of their abundant
sympathy and bountiful charity?"
Then Colonel Nichols added: "This
is a true story. There is no fiction
about it."

Capital Physicians Study Patient 7

Feet 8 Inches Tall.

(Special to Baltimore Sun.)
Washington, D. C. Unusual in-

terest has been aroused among med-
ical and surgical men of Washington
in the case of John Turner, a giant,
of 25 N. street southeast, who has
just been ordered discharged from
the public ward of Providence Hos-

pital. This is his last night at the
institution.

Although Turner was undoubted-
ly the tallest man in Washington and
ranked with the giants of the land he
spent over four months in the public
ward of the hospital without the pub-
lic obtaining the slightest inkling
that he was undergoing treatment.
By reason of Turner's recluse sort of
life, few persons, even in his own
neighborhood, seem to have ever
known of his existence.

Turner is a native of Prince
George's county, Maryland, and his
true height, as calculated by physi-
cians at the hospital, is 7 feet 8 inch-
es. His head bumps against the wall
of the ordinary dwelling ceiling, and
he had to stoop to pass through many
of the hospital doors. Turner is only
30 years old, and the physicans do
not know whether he has finished
growing.

An interesting discussion has arisen
among the fraternity as to whether
Turner's case is one of true giantism
or one of abnormal enlargement of
the bones. Some physicians say it is
a case of true giantism. Others de
clare just as firmly that it is not
giantism, but acremegly. The for-
mer group is headed by Dr. Charles
C. Marbury, of 1121 Fourteenth
street northwest, who was in charge
of the patient. The other group is
headed by Dr. D. Percy Hickling, of
1403 Rhode Island avenue.

Included in the latter group is Dr.
William S. Thayer, of 406 Cathedral
street, Baltimore, an associate pro-
fessor of Johns Hopkins University.
Dr. Thayer is understood to believe
thecasetc.be one of "acremegly."
This case was brought . to his atten
tion by Dr. Marbury, and he became
deeply interested.

The case, in spite of the fact that
nothing has been made public about
his existence, is well known to the
leading medical and surgical men of
Washington, and will be the subject
of both monograph and discussion be-

fore the local medical society during
its weekly sessions. Splendid X-r- ay

photographs of the bones in Turner's
body were taken while he was at
Providence Hospital. Similiar pic
tures, in addition to a number of
other photographs of varying kinds,
were taken by the War Department's
surgeons in the Army Medical

Museum, to which institution Tur-

ner was taken for observation and
scientific purposes.

Many physicians contend that there
is no reason why a giant should not
be just as healthy and normal as a
man of normal height. They contend,
too, that there is no reason why a
dwarf should be necessarily abnor-

mal in its bodily functions. Others
are inclined to believe that giantism
has a baneful effect upon certain
bodily organs and that it weakens
them. Most of the neurologists be-

lieve Turner's case to be one of plain
acremetrlv: that is. an abnormal

growth of the bones after the man
has attained the age of an adult.
Sometimes the bones become larger
from end to end, but in most cases
that have been studied the enlarge-
ment generally occurs near the
joints.
